In his own England, Churchill’s 


talk before the House of Com­ 
mons added to his stature. Eng­ 
lish newspapers — conservative, 
liberal and even communistic— 
lauded the idea of the parley. 
Clement Attlee, opposition lead- 


| er in the House of Commons, charg- 
i ed “ there are elements in the Unit­ 


ed States that do not want a set­ 
tlement” in Korea. 
These elements, Attlee said, want 
an all out war with “ Communist 
China and against Communism in 
general.” He also observed: 
‘One often wonders who is the 
more powerful, 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower or Sen. McCarthy,” 
In Vatican City, Pope Pius X II 
favored the idea. 
In the United States, reception 
was on the lukewarm side gener­ 
ally. The White House had no im­ 
mediate comment 
The pope urged that the world’s 
leaders hold “ frank and loyal” dis­ 
cussions aimed at peace. 
Speaking at the first special aud­ 
ience he has ever granted foreign 
newsmen stationed in 
Rome, 
the 
pontiff 
said 
peace 
discussions 
“ would not yet mean that peace 
was assured” but “ it is at least the 
first and indispensable condition of 
peace.” He added: 


“ IF THAT IS lacking, one would 
not know how to take any step to­ 
wards its attainment.”

Fulbright, a member of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
said he sees merit in the Churchill 
suggestion. 


“ 1 think we ought to promote 


such discussions,” Fulbright said. 
“ We should use a horse sense ap­ 
proach. with restraint in our pub­ 
lic statements, and 
caution 
in 


what we do.” 


He said he would underscore a 
warning against overoptimism as 
to the results but that “ unless we 
are to believe that war is inevi­ 
table, we ought to try.” 
There was no official comment 
from the State Department on Sir 
Winston’s suggestion, but adminis­ 
tration offiicals privately gave the 
idea no encouragement in the ab­ 
sence of concrete evidence that the 
Kremlin is looking for real peace. 


President Eisenhower has 
said 


he would meet the Russians half­ 
way in any effort to achieve eas­ 
ing of East West tensions, but he 
has challenged them to give some 
concrete evidence of sincerity.

Junction and Tayle rremainder of 
today and early tonight.” 
Hundreds of weary rescue work­ 


ers dug with bare hands and bull­ 
dozers here into two piles of rubble 
which had been part 
of

downtown business section. 


Bodies of five teen-agers 
were 
recovered during the night from 
the wreckage of a pool hall. Fif­ 
teen other youths were missing in 
the building. 


P O L IC E SGT. 
John 
Wohlwend 
said “ I don’t believe another per­ 
son is alive” in the wreckage of the 
five-story building and those adjac­ 
ent. Exactly how many were bur­ 
ied beneath two grotesque mounds 
of rubble was not 
known.

freeing Mrs. Lillie Matkin, a slight­ 
ly-built, elderly woman who for al­ 
most 14 hours had been trapped be­ 
hind a divan.

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SHADES OF SIR ARTHUR 
CIVILIZATION MOVES forward w i t h 
the speed of sound—figuratively speaking— 
but m a n ’s emotion in m any respects are 
still somewhere back in the middle ages. 
When knighthood was in flower, for ex­ 
ample, it was customary for Sir Gladiator 
to get his dander up upon the slightest 
provocation. 
The boys m ay have been 
draped in a ton of hardware, but they wore 
their hearts on the sleeve. At the drop of a 
gauntlet the lances went up as the knights 
errant galloped off to the jousting grounds. 
An approximate duplication of this sort 
of thing has been taking place in vapor- 
streaked skies high over Korea. T h e r e 
commanding general of the U. S. Fifth Air 
Force was offended by the manner in 
which the Cc-mmunist radio maligned his 
outfit, So what did this modern warrior 
do? He hopped on his trusty F-86 Sabrejet, 
dug his spurs into the cockpit apd roared 
cff into the great blue yonder to give the 
enemy what for. 
Like his medieval predecessor, the com­ 
mandant, Lieutenant General Barcus, is 
jealous of his plumage. To assure respect­ 
ful recognition he rode a distinctly marked 
ship and talked into the radio frequency 
most generally monitored by the Reds. 
“ Every time you slur us,’’ he said in ef­ 
fect, “we’ll come over and bomb the day­ 
lights out of you.” Then he signalled to the 
fighter-bombers with him and they did just 
that. 


G eorge E. S ok olsk y’s 
These Days 


During the entire period from 
1939 to 
1953 it has been American, British 
and 
French policy that Europe must come 
first. Even during World War II, General 
Douglas MacArthur was left without ade­ 
quate munitions because Europe cam e 
first. Even during the Korean War, 
our 
own troops were inadequately supplied be­ 
cause of the aid given to Europe. 
Yet, Asia holds the central spot and all 
the decisions of the great statesmen m ake 
no difference whatsoever. The course of 
events determines that the center of our 
world is that ancient continent. 
Asia’s vast hordes of humanity have 
s u r g e d forward or have been held in ser­ 
vitude with the swing of the pendulum of 
history. But this has always been true in 
the past: whether free or conquered, the 
Asiatic peoples never associated their cul­ 
t u r e s with their governments. Therefore, 
w h e n conquered, they retained, nurtured 
and preserved their indigenous cultures. 
Thus, in every Asiatic country, tradition­ 
al roots remain deep and dominate 
the 
minds and character of the 
people, 
ir­ 
respective of the externals of im m ediate 
political and economic conditions. It is not 
at all surprising that all the surviving re­ 
ligions of the world are Asiatic in origin. 
Whether one speaks of China or India or 
Pakistan or any other Asiatic country, one 
recognizes peoples whose central point is 
not things but an eternal, endless, purpose­ 
ful life related to God, each of these peo­ 
ples conceiving his God differently but al­ 
ways to one end—the ultimate perfection of 
the spirit of man. 
There is a negativeness in Asiatic life. 
Today passes, but life never passes. 
Lao 
Tze might be quoted in Witter B ynner’s 
profoundly beautiful translation: 
“ Man at his best, like water, 
Serves as he goes along: 
Like water he seeks his own level, 
The common level of life, 
Loves living close to the earth. 
Living clear down in his heart,— 


LIVING STANDARD GAP 
RETURNED AMERICAN prisoners of 
w ar report they suffered incredible hard­ 
ships in their North Korean and Chinese 
camps. This, apart from the brutality of 
Communist commandants, reflects a fun­ 
dam ental condition. It is the vast differ­ 
ence in standard of living between West 
and East. 
It is almost impossible for an American 
to visualize the human subsistence level in 
the Orient. Food which would be revolting 
to westerners is eaten. Clothing which 
would be discarded is worn to the last 
shred. Shelter is unbelievably crowded and 
uncomfortable. 
These prisoners may have had approxi­ 
mately the same subsistence as the Red 
armies fighting in Korea. But that would 
be all but unendurable to the a v e r a g e 
American. It could result in lassitude and 
a weakened will to resist Communist blan­ 
dishments. 
As General MacArthur said in his fa­ 
mous speech to Congress, the West must 
understand the yearning of the man in the 
East for a little m o r e food. That, to a larg- 


And for blocking no one's way 
No one blames him .” 
Life in the West is never conceived as 
leaving so much to fate, but the Asiatic 
cannot feai death, because to him it is al­ 
ways part of life. The result of such a pas- > 
sive view was better evidenced in the th e -1 
ories and practices of Gandhi, which some­ 
how did bring about the liberation of In- j 
dia, than in the Westernized ideas and 
practices of Sun Yat-sen, which succeeded 
in bringing to the Chinese people enslave­ 
ment. 
We Americans face Asia now as our 
principal problem. Our sons have died in 
so many parts of Asia. They are still in 
Korea and Japan: 
we must defend the 
Philippines; we are moving rapidly into In- 
do-China; we are supporting the British in 
| Malaya. And on the other side of Asia, we 
are deeply involved in the affairs of Iran, 
Saudi Arabia, Israel, etc.

dealer is trying to ‘st ll” you som e­ 
thing when he urges you to spend 
a little more 
money for quality 
paint. The difference in price 
be­ 
tween what the trade calls “ paint­ 
ers’ lines” and top grade durable 
paints amounts to chicken feed. 
The ‘‘painters’ lines” are m anu­ 
factured to 
meet 
price competi­ 
tion. You can’t expect them to 
come up to durable standards. 
Figure it out for yourself. The

house is labor—the work of pre­ 
paring the surface and applying 
the paint.
